Quay In Pennsylvania, of Platt In New 
York, ot Aldrich In Rhode Island, of 
Hale in Maine, and others living or 
dead in present or recent times, shows 
what unshakable power to hold on and 
rule a personal machine may build up 
In the politics of a state. 
The long 


maintained power of organized privi- 
lege In the United States senate has 
been due to the facility with, which 
privilege can do business with the po- 
litical machine. The senatorial bene- 
ficiaries of this system of politics may 
of truth be able to proclaim their hands 
unsolled by the touch of tainted money. 
They do not perform the dirty work. 
It Is done for them. They merely de- 
liver the goods in the senate. 


The remedy for these conditions lies 


in a constitutional change. Election of 
senators by a direct vote of the people 
will not wholly eradicate 
corruption 


from the politics by which senators 
rise to their places, but it will make 
corruption difficult and in those states 
where the greater body of the elector- 
ate is not congested in one or two 
vast centers of population, as In New 
York, Pennsylvania or Illinois, prac- 
tically Impossible. A legislature is a 
compact body. In most cases made up 
of men who are not subjected'to minute 
inspection by the voters. 
In most 


states their pay is not equal to the ex- 
penses of a campaign and the cost of 
maintaining themselves at the capita! 
during a legislative session. 
To cor- 


rupt .them or enough.of them to con- 
trol the majority is not a matter of 
stupendous difficulty. In Illinois It was 
not the majority party'of the legisla- 
ture, but actually the minority that by 
support of Lorlmer and effected his 
election. The democratic mass of that 
state could no more have been manipu- 
lated In his behalf than it could Havfe 
been brought to espousal of Aldrich for 
the presidency.

the belief that, "fifty per cent of the 
Beats in the United States senate can 
be said to have been practically pur- 
chased."

purchased is a fairly well established 
fact in many instances.

men in the senate who have nothing 
but their money to account for their 
election to that exalted body has given 
rise to a popular belief that In many 
states the scnatorship is a political 
commodity which is huckstered to the 
highest bidder and Is made the sub- 
ject of strictly cash transaction. That 
is precisely what the election of Lori- 
mer, a republican, by democratic votes 
In the Illinois assembly is alleged to 
have been. 


Not always is it that dirty money 


passes from 'palm to palm in the venal 
election of a senator. 
There arises 


from the complexities of our political 
systems a great variety ot rewards 
which may be corruptly bargained in 
the pulling off of a senatorial deal. The 
specln.1 interests of corporations, the 
rewards of party workers and the fill- 
ing of public offices all enter Intimately 
and In most, instances directly into tl-.o 
liftlmes more or less dirty Job of elect-

fact that mining In this country is not 
what it is possible to make it. ??o pur- 
suit of men is free from occasional mis- 
chance, but the frequent repetition of 
mine disasters is much less due to mis- 
chance than to greed, cress laws and 
inefficient inspection.

Assistant See"re£ary Tighe presided 


at the, brief convention session this 
morning, and a telegram of sympathy 
wns ordered sent to President Mc- 
Ardle, who was summoned to Alabama 
by news that his brother, Henry Me- 


Ardle, was.one of the men entombed 
in the Palos mine disaster. Tho tele- 
gram to Mr. McArdle came from a sis- 
ter, who has 
been I living with her 


brother there. 


It is expected that this afternoon tho 


convention will begin the consideration 
of committee reports, including that of 
the wage scale committee. 


Told of Many Clashes. 


Vice President Lewellyn Lewis, at 


the head of the sheet and tin division, 
submitted his report covering the past 
year at the opening of the convention 
today. 
It went into detail regarding 


the grievances and clashes of the past 
year, which have been very largely in 
this division, and Mr. Leu-is told of his 
experiences, notably at Vandergrift, In 
the Kiskininitas valley in Pennsylva- 
nia. 
This is often styled "the dark 


valley" by the steel workers for the 
reason that it is the hotbed of the open 
shop effort in the sheet division of tho 
iron and steel industry. 
During the 


summer Vice President Lewis, with 
several organizers, was mobbed in this 
region. 
He told of another clash at 


Apollo, Pa., where a mob attacked the 
hotel at which the organizers were 
stopping, and where these men, with 
the assistance of a constable, stood of 
the mon for an entire night. 


Mr. Lewis recommended a steadfas 


continuance of the struggle against the 
unfair conditions in the steel and tin 
divisions of the United States stee 
mills, and indicated his belief that an 
advance in wages ought to be, securer 
for the coming year. 


McArdle's Brother a Victim. 


A telegram to President P. J. Mc- 


Artlle, of the Amalgamated association, 
Thursday evening brought the distress- 
Ing news that his brother had been one 
of the victims entombed in the coal 
mine disaster at Palos, Aln., Thursday 
afternoon, and Mr. McArdle left early 
today for the scene. 
The president 


was overcome by the shock, and at 
once surrendered all convention work, 
spending the evening with his cousins 
Mr. and Mrs. Dennis Haul:, of Bluff 
street, before leaving for th« csst. The 
brother -n-ns a foreman in the mine at 
Palos, and he was nuite we1.! Known U 
a number of the Rtc-el workers from his 
frequent visits with his brother at the 
association headquarters at Pittsburs 
There was hope for a time of more en 
couraglng news, but succeeding tolc 
grams only marlo the prospect that Mr 
MflfArdle hud escaped the more unlike 
ly.
